Georgia, Arkansas, Alabama and other Southern States which 
have made legai preparation for the operation of the ‘“INDEPEN- 
DENT ELECTOR PLAN’ may find that their duly elected dele- 
gation may not be seated at the Democratic National Nominatihg 
Convention in Los Angeles, 

According to Adras LaBorde, of the Alexandria, La, DAILY 
TOWN TALK, (see article elsewhere in this issue), there is a 
move on foot in the inner circles of the “liberal wing"’ of the 
Democratic Party to let the rebellious leaders of the “‘Independ- 
ent Elector Plan’* know that their official Democratic delegations 
may mot be seated at the Democratic convention if they persist 
in allowing their presidential electors to be free and independent 
instead of being pledged to the nominee of the Democratic Party. 

Fulton Lewis, Jr., in describing the Independent Elector Pian, 
(See adjoining column), says that the 1,E,.P. to be effective, must 
capture at least 100 of the South's electoral votes, atid that these 
100 votes in the Electoral College would constitute the balance 
of power, if the other votes are split between the Democrats and 
Republicans, The result of these votes, not being cast for either 
the Democratic or Republican Party, would throw the election 
into the House of Representatives. 

THERE is the heart of the matter. Can the vague, theoretical, 
aspects of the “*FREE ELECTORS’ be sold to enough voters in 
the South to achieve the results desired by the promoters of this 
scheme? Voters in the U.S.A,, have been conditioned to judge 
personalities. Elections are in fact, personality and popularity 
contests, People like to vote for outstanding personalities, The 
very meat of electioneering by professional political managers 
is to create in the mind of the voters, an image of the candidate 
that is friendly, in a homespun way, but at the same time is also 
a vigorous fighter for virtue and a foe of evil. None of these 
things is possible in trying to sell voters on the idea of voting 
for ELECTORS, who will not vote for either candidate, the result 
of which will throw the election into the House of Representatives. 

First, you would have to explain the ELECTORAL COLLEGE, 
and by the time you got into the details of electing a President 
in the House of Representatives, most average voters would have 
been completely befuddled.

THE 1948 DIXIECRAT REVOLT 


It is a perfected outgrowth of the unsuccessful Dixiecrat revolt 
of 1948, which was a spur-of-the-moment affair, with little advance 
planning and was doomed to failure from the start. . 

Southern politicians were hamstrung on that occasion by tradition- 
al political structures and laws inherited from days when the South 
was the respected and accepted leadership and backbone of the 
Party. 

With the unexpected and sudden left-wing domination of the 
Philadelphia Convention of 1948, the Southern leaders were un- 
prepared and unequipped to defend themselves. They were afraid 
that overt steps might lead to reprisals in the national party 
organization.

‘The plan could be effective only if the South's 100 electoral 
votes constitute the balance of power in the electoral college. In 
such event, however, those votes could block the necessary absolute 
majority for the tickets of both major parties, and throw the election 
into the House of Representatives, 

If that is done, each state has one vote to cast for President 
and one to cast for Vice President and the power of the South is 
greatly multiplied, as compared with the population-based strength 
in the electoral college, 


‘There is no thought that the South could elect its own candidate, ~ 


but the nine states in question, bargaining together as a unit, 
could well-nigh dictate their own terms to either their own leader- 
ship or to the Republicans. As minimum conditions, they could 
demand an overhaul of the Supreme Court to protect their States’ 
rights position, a promise of no more Little Rocks, and several 
key cabinet positions to boot, 

And what Paul Butler has failed to take into consideration is 
that while his Northern controlled national convention can impose 
the so-called “loyalty oath’’ on the Southern delegates present, 
those delegates are not the ultimate electors and if state laws 
specifically free those electors to vote as they see fit, there is 
nothing the national convention or the party can do about it, 


SOUTHERN LEADERS AT WORK 


There is a tight vigilante-like organization of influential and 
expert Southern political leaders who have been secretly at work on 
this scheme for many months, and five states already have changed 
their election laws tw “free” their electors. Legislation is 
pending in four more, with every indication that by next summer, the 
job will be complete. 

The cause has not been without its violences, In Alabama, the 
liberal “‘loyalist** element led by Senators Lister Hill and John 
Sparkman, resisted strenuously. The Democratic state committee, 
however, followed the advice of young Governor John Patterson and 
joined the revolt, 

In Alabama, as in Mississippi and Louisiana, legislative action 
is not necessary, as the Democratic state committees are legally 
empowered to take the necessary action, 

In Mississippi, lame-duck Governor James Coleman attempted to 
play Paul Butler*s side of the fence, but he was cut down by the 
powerful influence of Senators Eastland and Stennis, In Georgia 
and Arkansas, legislative action was necessary, and has been 
completed, 

In Florida, legislation has passed the state senate, and in Texas, 
it is pending in the senate. In South Carolina it is up to the state 
committee, which is controlled by the forces of Senator Strom 
Thurmond, the Presidential candidate of the original Dixiecrat 
revolt. 

In Virginia, the electors have long been free to vote their personal 
convictions. Only in North Carolina, are the prospects lagging.

TRUJILLO OF THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Few men, prominent in Latin American affairs have been the 
subject of more vilification than has Trujillo, for almost 30 
years, the ruler of the Dominican Republic. No other country in

, BETANCOURT OF VENEZUELA 





One of the most important Latin American countries to which 
the Reds for years have been devoting much of their attention, has 
now virtually slipped under a Communist dictatorship, This is 
Venezuela, which, because of its rich oil resources, is currently 
enjoying a boom economy. 

In February of this year, Romulo Betanourt was inaugurated 
as the first President since the overthrow of President Jimenez 
in January, 1959, Betancourt is one of the Red Triumviate, who 
with Castro and Marin, is trying to capture all of Latin America 
for the Reds, 

Betancourt of Venezuela was the admitted chief of the Communist 
Party of Costa Rica from 1930 to 1935, He allegedly quit the 
party at this time but was expelled from Venezuela in 1937 because 
of his Communist subversive activity, He has devoted most of 
his public life to undermining anti-Communist governments in 
Central and South America and is described by Senator Olin 
Jonhston of North Carolina, as the covert leader of all Latin 
American Reds, 

Betancourt’s election to the Presidency of Venezuela, was a great 
victory for the Reds; he received ample Red support in his 
.campaign and since then has moved to adopt measures aimed at 
hurting the United States. 

Betancourt’s rule.in Venezuela holds great importance for the 
U.S, Many American firms have invested untold millions in the 
oil industry in that country, and now are in fear of possible 
nationalizing of these assets. Betancourt, moving slowly in the 
early days of his regime, upped the Venezuelan Government's 
royalty from profits of-these American-owned oil companies 
from 50% to 65%. In doing this, he adopted one of the plans of the 
Venezulean Communist Platfrom of the previous presidential 
election. 


GOVERNOR MUNOZ-MARIN OF PUERTO RICO 





Ironic as it may appear, the governor of an American territory 
is a key link in the Red plan to capture Latin America. Governor 
Munoz-Marin has afforded protection over the years to a great 
variety of Communists when they were kicked out from other 
Latin American countries due to their subversive activities. 

CongressmanCarroll Reece brought Munoz-Marin into the public 
scrutiny in.a speech he delivered on the floor of the House two 
-years ago. Speaking of Red plots to assassinate all leading Latin 
American anti-Communists, the Congressman said: “It is in- 
conceivable that their plans do not call for more assassinations and 
more ‘heroes’, Should this happen, the United States must assume 
its share of the blame for permitting activities of this nature by 
Silfa, an American citizen; by. a Venezuelan who 
spent much of his time on American soil, and who organized the 
Bogota riot which almost cost the life of General George Marshall; 
by Munoz-Marin, Governor of an American territory, and Rep- 
resentative Porter, an American congressman, 

“Indeed, ‘it seems to me that the United States has gone further 
than! merely permitting this activity, We have given the greatest 
publicity and sympathy to charges by men like Silfa, Representative 
Porter, Betan court and Governor Munoz-Marin, which so far 
have been either disproven or unproven, and condemned their 
opponents without further thought." 


adopt ‘“‘an independent foreign policy’* which will separate them 
completely from the United States and put them in the hands of 
Soviet power. 

Apparently the Soviets are gaining a measure of succes in their 
plans to exploit Latin American businessmen, because last year, 
trade between Latin America and the Soviet Union increased 20 
per cent over the previous year,. 


COUNTER-MOVES TO HALT REDS 





Some Latin American governments, alert to the Communist 
‘Conspiracy, are moving to suppress Red activity within. their 
borders. In Argentina, 144 Communists were arrested in May 
because of their activity in causing strikes and riots in 
Aires. Argentina ordered five Iron Curtain diplomats one 
Soviet diplomat to leave the country when it was definitely estab- 
lished that they were involved in a conspiracy to subvert the 
Argentine government. 

Uruguay is presently on the verge of breaking its diplomatic 
ties with the Reds in an attempt to end Communist subversion 
, within its borders. 

Mexico recently ordered two Soviet diplomats to leave after 
they were linked to railroad strikes. 

Brazil has put down by military force, Communist-agitated and 
Organized strikes and arson in its coffee and sugar cane areas. 

The government of Ecuador seized a few weeks ago, secret 
documents from the Communists disclosing a plot hatched in 
Moscow in February for discrediting the U.S, 

There is also the persistent report that Russia is operating 
secret training schools in Latin America, the graduates are then 
promised post-graduate training in the Soviet Union at the famous 
Lenin Institute for conspiracy. 


U, S, LEFT-WINGERS AID REDS 





Ironically, much of the cause of the growing Red menace south 
of the Rio Grande can be found right here in che United States. The 
American Communist Party for years, has put on a subtle but 
effective propaganda aimed at discrediting every anti-Communist 
in Latin America, Opinion-molding mass media publications in 
this have lent their facilities to smearing prominent 
Latin can anti-Communists; an example of this is the LIFE 
magazine**expose”* of the mythical Trujillo-Galindez Case, Herbert 
L, Matthews, Latin America reporter for THE NEW YORK TIMES, 
has continually promoted the cause of the Reds in his area of 
reporting: and cooperated in the campaign to smear Trujillo, 
Duvalier and Somoza. 

The Reds have found other powerful American allies in their 
campaign against the Latin American anti-Communist leaders. 
Representative Porter for several years, now has led the pro- 
Red campaign in the House of Representatives; he is the persistent 
promoter of numerous Red agents who work south of the border. 
Likewise, Milton Eisenhower, who isn’t noted for his anti-Com- 
munism and who unfortunately (for the Free World) was picked 
to make a report on Latin America, has even advocated not only 
cutting off foreign aid tw Trujillo, but stopping our $68 million 
a year trade with that country. 

While Milton Eisenhower moves to squeeze Latin American. 
anti-Communists out of our foreign aid program, Congress has 
just voted, upon recommendation of the President, to extend $500 
million in economic aid to Castro’s Red Regime in Cuba and more 
in military aid though this latter amount has been classified as 
**secret*’.

When a man joins a union, it should be because he wants to join 
and not because he is forced to do so. 

That is one fundamental principle that should never be lost 
sight of in all considerations of labor legislation, or in discussions 
between labor and management, or by the people of a free nation 


generally. 
If freedom means anything, it means that a man has the right 


cannot be forced to join a union, as in the union shop, in order 
keep a job and make a living, 

s has recognized the coercion of the closed shop 

it iegal under the labor law of the land, What we, . 

ree people, and the Congress, as our representatives in’ 


permitted by the Taft-Hartley Act, is just 
éempulsory unionism as the closed shop, The difference 
one of form only; they are the same in substance and effect, 

Efforts by union bosses to impose the union shop upon industry 
are simply an attempt togo through the back door and get something 
they are not allowed to go through the front door and get. ‘The 
employer who accepts the union shop is equally guilty of destroying 
the freedom of the individual worker. 

‘That is why seventeen of our states have passed “right to work” 
laws, forbidding compulsory unionism in any form--closed shop, 
union shop, or otherwise--and that is why passage of a similar 
measure is now being considered by a number of other state 
legislatures. The states recognize that if the rights of the individual 
worker are not protected at the national level, they must be 
protected at the state level. 

Naturally, the labor bosses and their political supporters are 
opposed to these efforts to free the worker from union domination. 
‘They are attempting to make state labor laws subservient to national 
labor laws. They are advocating that the states having “right to 
work” laws repeal them. 

The American people cannot allow these efforts to succeed and 
remain a free people, There is no room for dictatorship in America 
in any form--and compulsory unionism is just that, Compulsory 
unionism, in whatever form imposed, would give labor union 
bosses absolute dictatorship over their members and complete 
control over the activities of the unions. 

Under compulsory unionism, labor bosses would no longer have 
to even make a pretense of doing something for the union members 
in order to get members or to collect dues; they would simply 
become entrenched in power and the individual worker would have 
no freedom left. 

Many union members themselves are keenly aware of these 
facts, They will tell you so in private, The only reason they do’ 
not speak out openly is for fear of retribution on the part of their 
labor bosses, Which is simply illustrative of the dictatorial 
aspect of compulsory unionism. 

Camouflage compulsory unionism any way you will, it is still 
slavery. It is a type of slavery to which no man who believes in 
freedom can submit and retain his self-respect. No arguments 
advanced in behalf of compulsory unionism can offset or outweigh 
this fact. 

National labor legislation should be strengthened to forbid 
compulsory unionism in any form, State labor legislation should 
be retained, and passed, to the same effect, This is something that 
concerns all the people, because whether or not we have compulsory 
unionism in his country will be one of the deciding factors in 
whether or not we remain a free nation,
